STORY OF THE SISTERS’ QUARREL. 


Amme Testifies That It Never Took Place 
—A Strange Man Seen at the Borden 
Gate on the Morning of the Murder— 
Officer Medley’s Evidence Left in 
Shreds—Lawyer Knowiton's Pies. 


Nrw BEDFORD, Mass., Jung 16.—There. 
were fewer persons in the court-room this 
morning at the resumption of the Borden 
trial than there has been at any time since 
the beginning of the trial, although the 
air is delightfully cool inside and fans have 
been retired. Among the early visitors was 
Miss Emma Borden, who, it is understood, 
is to be called by the defense, although she 
Was downasa Government witness. Miss 
Lizzie told Gov. Robinson as he greeted her 
this morning that che had not passed a very 
restful night, and the information came with 
a cheering smile that she would fee] better 
by-and-by. 

Lizzie Borden sat with her face buried in 
her hands as her attorney made his address 
in opening the case for defense after the 
prosecution closed yesterday. Mr. Jennings 
seemed to gather strength from the con- 
sciousness that his case was almost won, but 
he slighted no point which told tn his client’s 
favor. In many parts the address was very 
strong. He told the jury: 

You are not to say how this mysterious murder was 
committed; but te say by whom. You are simply to 
answer as to this defendant, to say you are satisfied 
beyond a reasonabie doubt that she is guilty or in- 
nocent, and a reasonable deubtisa doubt for which 
you ean furnish a. good reason. 

It is not for you to ubravel the mystery of how 
these people died, but to say whether this woman 
Aid the deed or not. Unless by the evidence you can 
tie this woman to the bogies of the murdered persons 
you must let her go free.

While the case made out by tne prosecu- 
tion is halting at many essential points, it has 
made of its evidence all there 16 init. It 18 
not responsible for the fact that most of its 
witnesses are unfriendly, nor that some of 
them have been indiscreet and over-zealous, 
Almost without exception they have either 
weakened on the cross-examination or have 
been induced so far to modify wnat they had 
previously said asto producethe effectofa 
weakerin But the case, as it stands with 
these modifications and qualifications, is the 
State’s real case —all it is entitled to on what 
it really knows.

The Army Bill Seems Doomed to & See- 
ond Defeat in the Reichstag. 


A SECOND BALLOT WILL BE WECESSARY 
IN MANY DISTRICTS. 


Few Gains Maieby the Parties Which 

Favor the Passage of the Kaiser's Mut- 

' tary Measure—Returns From the Polls 

as They are Received in Berlin—Com- 

Piications of the Important Political 
Contest. 


BERLIN, June 16.—Yesterday’s elections, so 
Yar as Berlin is concerned, can be consid- 
ered almost a com plete triumph 
for the . Socialist party. Not only 
have their votes enormously increased since 
the last election, but the proportion 
of votes between the Radicals and the 
Social Democrats is such that except in one 
ward the Radicals practically have no 
chance in the second ballot, 

In Berlin it is estimated that nearly 90 per 
cent of the electors recorded their votes, 
and out of a total of 874,000 votes 
registered, the Socialists obtained 159,500, an 
increase of nearly one-fifth over the election 
of 1890. 

The result is much the same throughout the 
Empire. The returns this evening point to 
the election of a Reichstag strongly oppésed 
to the army Dill. 


BERLIN, June 16.—The election returns from 
the agricultural districts and mau cities 
come in slowly. In most of these comstita- 
encies, however, few seats are likely to 
change parties, The American reader must 
bear in mind that twenty political groups 
have candidates; that the Reichstag, or 
popular branch of the German parliament, 
has 897 members, and that the vote which 
defeated the army Dill in the last ... 
was 162 for and 210 against. 

It will be seen that the Government must 
make large gains over its strength in the last 
Reichstag if it hopes to pass the Chancellor’s 
army bill. 

At noon the Government candidates had 
apparently lost slightly in the eonstituencles 
which chose their deputies by yesterday’s 
ballot. On the other hand, in the second bai- 
lots which now seem inevitable in some 100 or 
125 districts, the Government has exeeptional 
opportunities to win many seats. This is @s- 
pecially applicable to the seats contested By 
the Radical Unionista; who in the

This morning the 
National Liberals, who were expected to 
return to Parliament with their delegation 
reduced from forty to about thirty, con- 
tended that they would have at fewest 
thirty-eight members after the second bal- 
lots.

I will marry next Tues- 
From the neighbors it was 
Mrs. Sowers and Koelsh 
living together for some 
time, and formerly lived ina room in the rear 
Ofa butcher shop at 734 South Broadway, 
Mrs. Sowers at that time conducting alittle 
restaurant next door at No. 742. A few Weeks 
ago she sold the restaurant to John Miller, 
whose wife now runs it. Mrs. Miller says 
that when Mrs. Sowers sold the place she 
told her that she and Koeish 
were living together though they 
were hot married and that she had decided 
to give up business to get rid gt him.

Mrs. Sowers, was Known by the patrons of 

— ur -€s Mrs. Mollie Koelsh. It ts 
buppofed that after waiting all day for her 
lover to make good his promise, Mrs, 
Sowers took the poison on Tuesday 
hight. Her door had been locked ever since 
and she had not been seen dy any of the peo- 
ple living in the crowded Iittle tenement 
since last Tuesday morning, when she told 
the landlady that she expected to be mar- 
ried in the evening. 

Nothing is known of Mrs. Sowers’ ante- 
cedents. and the man, Koelsh, could not 
be found by the police.

A Letter From Bishop Taylor to Seore- 
tary Gresham. 


NEw YORK, June 16.—Bishop Wm. Taylor of 
Africa has addressed the following letter to 
Secretary of State Gresham: 

New York, June II, 1893. 
To Walter Q. Gresham, State Department, Wash- 


ington. 


DEAR Strn—lPardon the liberty I taxe and allow me 
to call your attention to the inclosed *‘Liberian ap- 
peal.’’ You will probably have seen it. Our Gov- 
ernment bears no legal responsibility for the pro- 
tection of Liberia, but if we can by moral suasion 
extend over thema peoenenag shield against op- 
pressien it weuld be seemly. Ngland’s hands are 
tied by the fact thatshe appropriated about 100 miles 
of the north west coast of Liberia a few years ago. Now 
thet France is iaying claim to seventy-three miles of 
their southeast coast, England cannot interfere if so 
disposed. Other Kuropean nations are in the grab 
game for African 8 so that our Government 
seems to be the oaly one ia position to help Liberia 
lwas in Monrovia when the 8 under which 
Liberia was expected to give her ivory coast to 
France was submitted to the Senate. it was within 
three days of adjournmentand they offered that as 
a reason for postponement, but they did not directly 
reject it. Some of the leading men in the Govern- 
ment were in faver of signing it rather 
thaa risk the trouble with Franee, but a great source 
of uncertaiaty as to harmenious relations wasin the 
fact that France stipuiaced that if at any lime Liberia 
should dispose of any of her territory or change her 
form ot government all the Freneh claims to the 
Liberian Coast would be vitalized; so that France 
would take, in effect, a mortgage on the whole of the 
Liberian Coast, or at least ali of the grain coast 
which they now claim aad propose to cede in ex- 
change for the ivory coast.’ 

I mention these facts, not mojed in the printed 
document, thatyou may get the outer boundar 
lines of the subject. he Liberian Government is 
weak and cannot prot«ct herself against fereign 
Governments; but the Liberan Republic is not a fall- 
ure, and, if not erushed by foreign inyasion, will 
yet make an honorabie score forthe possibilities of 
the negro nationality. As Methodist Episcopal 
Bishop of Africa, I beg you todo what yeu can — 
Liberia, but I leave it to your better judgment a8 to 
the methods of procedure.

REFORM THE FINANCIERS. 


That much of the responsibility for the 
ballooning in financial matters rests upon 
stock exchanges which permit and aid 
enterprises of doubtful character to play 
their games cannot be denied. The listing 
of securities is a sort of certificate of good 
character which has been too freely 
granted in New York. 

The WORLD rightly demands that the 
exchanges protect themselves from blame 
and confiding investors from loss so far as 
possible bya change in the method of 
dealing with listed securities. A periodi- 
calreport showing thecondition of cor- 
porations interested would enable the offi- 
cers of the exchange to determine whether 
or not the rules of ordinary business pru- 
dence are being observed. 

If the exchanges of the country and 
sound business men would positively dis- 
countenance swindling enterprises we 
would not have such disturbances as the 
one from which we are now suffering. 
The concerns which have collapsed at the 
first sign of distrust could not have got a 
hearing from investors on their own merit 
because they had no merit. They rested 
largely upon the easy going generosity of 
business men of high character who lent 
their names or influence to schemes into 
which they did not closely inquire. 

This isa matter which comes home to 
every business man. It is one in which 
every bank is profoundly interested. The 
reforms we may accomplish in financial 
affairs through legislation will not be 
effective unless trusted authorities in 
finance carefully guard the character of 
the speculative enterprises suffered to grow 
up under the shelter of their names. 
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JUDGING LIZZIE BORDEN. 


Those who judge Lizzie Borden to be 
guilty because of her tearless impassive- 
ness and apparent indifference to the 
load of grief and suspicion which rests 
upon hershow remarkable ignorance of 
human nature and of the effect which ex- 
perience has proved heavy sorrows some- 
times have upon persons afflicted by them. 
We have already pointed out the difference 
in natures by whichintense grief is sup- 
pressed under stony calm in one and finds 
vent in violent demonstrations in another, 

There is still another phase of the matter 
favorable to Lizzie Borden. The fact that 
there are some sorrows so profound and 
awful that they benumb the mind and 
crush emotional expression is uniVersally 
recognized. History is full of instances of 
such effects of grief and literature abounds 
in references to it. 

Mentaigne, in his essay on sorrow, gives 
many instances of the differing effects of 
shocks of grief upon different persons and 
under various circumstances. He refers to 
Psamneticus, King of Egypt, who, upon 
being asked why he showed no 
sorrow upon viewing the execu- 
tion of his son and daughter, 
but burst into tears over the 
misfortune of a friend, replied: ‘‘It is be- 
cause this last displeasure may be mani- 
fested by weeping, whereas the two 
former exceed by much all measures and 
compass to be expressed by tears. 
Niobe, he says, is represented by some of 
the poets as turned into stone by the 
heaviness of her grief, and adds: ‘‘Verily 
the violence of a grief, being extreme, 
must needs astonish the mind and hinder 
the liberty of her actions. 

Shakspeare, with profound insight into 
human nature and human experiences, 
puts into the mouth of one of his char- 
acters the words: ‘‘Weep I cannot, but 
my heart bleeds.’’

HOT PROVED. 


The prosecution closed its case against 
Lizzie Borden without producing an iota 
of actual proof that the prisoner murdered 
her fatherand stepmother, The State’s case 
was based wholly on a police theory that 
no evidence having been found to impli- 
cate anyone else, Lizzie Borden must have 
committed the murder. This theory, 
however, was not sustained by 
proof. The police gathered up a 
lot of testimony which, under their 
theory, afforded sufficient basis for 
suspicion, but the force of the circum- 
stances supporting the theory was de- 
stroyed by the contradictory evidence of 
the State’s witnesses. The apparent im- 
possibility of the woman’s committing the 
two murders, making lightning changes 
of clothes and leaving not atrace of guilt 
was not touched. The circumstances of 
the case were as strong for the defense as 
for the prosecution on the State’s own evi- 
dence, and there was good ground for a 
motion to dismiss the case without further 
trial. It is presumed that the defense has 
testimony which willclear up suspicious 
points, but if not the prosecution has 
made no cage upon which conviction may 
be based. Lizzie Borden may be guilty, 
but there is no proof of her guilt. 


Tue Socialist gains in the German elec- 
tions indicate a profound dissatisfaction 
with the present military regime rather 
than any strength of the Socialist senti- 
ment itself. The organization seems to 
have been used as a club with which 
to knock over the war lords, and if it 
accomplishes that object many of the 
voters will fall back into the old parties 
which more nearly express their political 
principles. Nevertheless, the people of 
Germany seem to have tired of the growing 
arrogance of the war party. They want a 
chance to increase the real strength of the 
empire by providing the material founda- 
tion, without which no nation can long 
survive. This foundation depends wholly 
upon the arts of peace, which give very 
little concern to the warriors, who think 
that fighting is the chief end of man. 
Although the Emperor may yet have his 
way, there is little doubt that the military 
madness has passed its climax.

But the effect of 
the medicine wore off after a time, as all 
quack medicines do, and we took Sherman 
pills, with the result that nothing short of a 
triple compound cathartic will relieve the 
congested condition. the State issues“ 
culminated in 1857, and no one who remem- 
bers those times desires to see them 
restored. So it seems that there is no medi- 
cine left but the old pilis used by the nation 
for eighty years (from 1792 until 1873) with 
such good and happy results. 

If France could, with less than half our 
population, maintain a real parity for fifty 
years, why should not the United States, the 
producer of half the gold and silver of 
the world? Especially so, as with our 
silver we can trade with the thousand million 
of (exclusively) silver ecing nations—and 
with both metals with thethree hundred 
millions of bimetallic nations—and one gold 
withthe one hundred and oad gold mono- 
metallic nations? We should take the posi- 
tion we rightfully own, as the center of the 
world in manufactures, in produce and in 
finances, and no longer bend the knee to the 
tight little island.’’ The policy of the 
United States Treasury to maintain the 

arity of the two metals, redeems silver 
Bullion certificates in gold coin, thus practi- 
cally repudiates the legal tender laws of the 
country which make silver coined dollarsa 
legal tender for all debts, public and private. 
The Treasury should obey the law as well as 
the common people, JOHN T. FIELD.

Had the contract been awarded 
to him he would have shored up all the floors 
from the cellar piers up while the work was 
being done. He deemed the building safe in 
May. He said the construction was ample 
for the accommodation of 600 clerks, He 
emphasized the fact that no brick should 
have been moved without good and sufficient 
shoring. 

The specifications did not call for shoring, 
but it was provided that the contractor 
should take every precaution, 

Mr. Parsons did not consider that the work 
had been properly done. 

When Attorney Thomas, who read the 
specifications for the work, came to 
the clause, And the contractor hall 
be liable for all damages that may be dane to 
the bullamg.“ there was a suppressed mur- 
mur.
